Commissioner of Patents 

The reply to Restriction requirement filed 7-30-02 (Paper No. 14) is not fully 
responsive to the prior Office action (restriction) mailed 5-21-02 (Paper No. 12), 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant did not elect a species 
encompassed by the elected invention. 

Specifically, applicant elected the species KXVAAWTLKAA. Said species does 
not conform to the generic sequence recited in claim 1 because the specifications of R1 
and R5 of the generic sequence do not match the N terminal K residue and the C 
terminal A-A residues, respectively, of the elected peptide. K does not suffice for R1 
where R1 is a D- or L- amino acid followed by a alanine or lysine. And the terminal AA 
of the elected species does not meet the requirement for R5 where R5 consists of 2 to 
4 amino acids followed by a D- or L-amino acid residue, wherein each of the 2 to 4 
amino acids is independently selected from the group consisting of alanine, serine and 
valine. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given a 
TIME PERIOD of ONE EXTENDABLE MONTH, from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
